DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS TRADE 


YEAR 1933 


The January issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’”’ con- 
tains tables showing the value of our external trade 
with individual countries during the year 1933, which 
enable a survey to be made of the geographical dis- 
tribution of the trade between the United Kingdom and 
other countries in that year as compared with 1924 


and 1932. 


In considering the changes in percentage distribution 
shown below, it must be remembered that these details 
are based on the aggregate value of trade as actually 
recorded during the several periods under review, and 
do not take any account either of changes in these 
aggregate values or of variations in the volume of trade 
consequent upon alterations in price level. Thus the 
recorded value of imports during 1933 was 3-7 per 
cent. below that of 1932, representing, if allowance is 
made for changes in price level, an increase in volume 
of 0-8 per cent., average values having declined by 
44 per cent. In respect of exports of United Kingdom 
produce and manufactures, there was an increase in 
recorded values of 0-7 per cent., but when allowance 
is made for changes in price level (a decline of 1°4 per 
cent.) the volume of domestic exports is found to have 
been 2:1 per cent. higher in 1933 than in 1932. For 
re-exports, there was a decline in recorded values of 
38 per cent. and in volume of 8'2 per cent., average 
values having risen by 4°8 per cent. The effect of 
such changes is much greater when a comparison is 
made with 1924. It must, however, be emphasised 
that these changes in price level relate to imports and 
exports, respectively, as a whole, and not to trade with 
individual countries or groups of countries, in respect 
of which the price variation is, of course, dependent on 
the make-up of the trade actually carried on.

There was an appreciable increase in 1933 in the 
Proportion of our imports consigned from British coun- 
ities, while in the case of domestic exports there was 
4 slight decline, due, in the main, to the reduced 
*xports to the Irish Free State. The following table 
shows how the proportions have varied from year to 
year since 1924, the earliest year for which comparable 
statistics are available.

The above figures show the very marked increase in 
1932, as compared with any of the earlier years, in 
the proportion of our imports derived from the Empire, 
which resulted from the decreased imports of manu- 
factured goods from foreign countries and the increased 
imports of other goods from British countries. This 
movement was continued in 1933, and in addition, the 
regulation during last year of imports of meat (in- 
cluding bacon) from foreign countries tended still 
further to increase the Empire’s share in our import 
trade. 


Compared with a year earlier, the proportion of our 
imports in 1933 supplied by the Dominions as a whole 
increased slightly, notwithstanding a large reduction in 
imports from the Irish Free State consequent upon 
the special duties imposed on imports from that 
country, an increase being recorded in respect of each 
of the other Dominions except the Union of South 
Africa. A notable increase was recorded in the pro- 
portion of our imports consigned from India; among the 
Colonies, Protectorates, etc., the only appreciable 
decrease was in respect of Ceylon. 


Compared with 1924, all the Dominions except the 
Irish Free State supplied considerably larger propor- 
tions of our imports, as did all the Colonies, Pro- 
tectorates, etc., except West Africa and Malaya, but 
the share of British India in 1933 was still appreciably 
below that in the earlier year. 


The share of our domestic export trade taken by 
British countries last year was somewhat below that 
in 1932, due chiefly, as already stated, to reduced ex- 
ports to the Irish Free State consequent upon the 
retaliatory duties imposed on certain United Kingdom 
goods by the Free State Government. The proportions 
consigned to each of the other Dominions, except New 
Zealand, showed increases, that in respect of the 
Union of South Africa (from 496 to 6°36 per cent.) 
being very marked. British India, though still our 
principal market, took a rather smaller share than a 
year ago. Among the Colonies, there were appreciable 
declines in the case of Hong Kong and West Africa 
and a large relative increase in the case of the West 
Indies, ete. 


Compared with 1924, there was an appreciable in- 
crease in the proportion of our exports consigned to 
British countries. Among the Dominions, South Africa 
took a very much larger share, and Canada also in- 
creased her proportion considerably. Australia’s share,

on the other hand, was substantially reduced. British 
India, too, took a much smaller share of our exports 
last year than in 1924, but all the Colonies except Hong 
Kong took higher proportions, the most notable increase 
being in respect of the West Indies, etc. 


The re-export trade consists largely of a re-distribution 
of Empire produce to foreign countries. The proportion 
taken by British countries last year (21:27 per cent.) 
was rather less than a year earlier, due entirely to re- 
duced consignments to the Irish Free State, re-exports 
to the rest of the Empire forming a proportion some- 
what greater than in either 1932 or 1924. Compared 
with 1924, a noticeable feature is the reduction in the 
share of our re-exports taken by Australia.

Imports.—The proportion of our imports consigned 
from Europe in 1933 was appreciably less than a 
vear earlier; while much of this decline was due to 
the reduction in imports from the Irish Free 
State already referred to, there were also im- 
portant decreases in the proportions consigned from 
Denmark, the Netherlands, Belgium and_ the 
Soviet Union. On the other hand, there was an 
appreciable increase in the proportions received from 
Sweden and Finland. The only other continent from 
which a smaller proportion of our imports was consigned 
last year than in 1932 was South America, there being 
a substantial reduction in respect of the Argentine; this 
reduction and that in respect of Denmark resulted 
from the quantitative regulation of imports of meat 
from foreign countries. The increases in the case of the 
other continents were due mainly to the increases in 
the proportion of imports from the British countries 
within those continents, the only important increases 
among foreign countries occurring in respect of Egypt 
and the Dutch West Indies. Despite this latter in- 
crease, the share of foreign countries in North and 
Central America showed a decline as the result of a 
considerable reduction in the proportion of our imports 
consigned from the United States. 


Compared with 1924, the most important changes in 
the distribution of our imports were the decreased share 
of North and Central America, due to a very heavy 
decline (from 18:88 to 11-21 per cent.) in the proportion 
consigned from the United States, and the correspond- 
ing increase in the share of Oceania, attributable to 
larger proportions from Australia and New Zealand. 
While each of the other continents, as a whole, showed 
little change, there were important variations in the 
proportions consigned from the separate countries com- 
prised therein. In Europe, notable increases in respect 
of Germany, Denmark, the Soviet Union, Finland and 
Sweden were offset by decreases in the case of France, 
the Irish Free State, Belgium, Switzerland, the Nether- 
lands and Czechoslovakia. In Africa, increased pro- 
portions from British countries were accompanied by a 
decrease in respect of Egypt, while in Asia there was 
@ swing-over from China in 1924 to Japan in 1938. 
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The following table shows the principal countries 
from which our imports were consigned in 1933, 1932, 
1931, 1930 and 1924, the figures indicating the order 
of importance in each year :—

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The United States remain the principal source of 
our imports, but in 1933 four out of the six leading 
countries, including those occupying the second and 
third places, were members of the British Common. 
wealth of Nations, compared with three out of the first 
six in 1932, and one only in each of the two previous 
years. Prior to 1933, in none of the years shown was 
a British country the second most important source of 
our imports. 


Domestic Exports.—The proportion of our exports 
consigned to Europe was -rather less than a year 
earlier, mainly due to the reduced proportions taken by 
the Irish Free State and the Soviet Union; on the 
other hand, there was an appreciable increase in the 
share taken by Denmark. The only other continent fo 
take a decreased proportion of our exports was Asia, in 
which all the specified areas, both British and foreign, 
showed declines, the most important being in respect 
of Hong Kong, China and Japan. The other con- 
tinents all showed increases; in the case of South 
America each of the specified countries took an in- 
creased proportion, while in North and Central 
America, in addition to the increased shares of British 
countries already mentioned, there was an important 
increase in the proportion consigned to the United 
States. This increase occurred wholly in the second 
half of the year, and was due mainly to large pur: 
chases of tin by that country. 


Compared with 1924, apart from the changes in 
respect of British countries to which reference has 
already been made, the most marked changes were the 
increased proportion of our exports taken by Denmark 
and the reduction in the shares taken by Germany, 
the United States, China and Japan. 


The following table shows, in the order of their im- 
portance, the principal markets for exports in 1933, 
1982, 1931, 1980 and 1924:—

While India still remains the largest market for our 
exports, the Union of South Africa has now risen to 
second place. Australia has consistently been one of 
the leading markets, apart from 1931, when conditions 
in that Dominion were abnormal, but the Irish Free 
State, which in recent years has been our second 
largest customer, fell last year, for reasons already 
stated, to fifth place, the fourth place being taken by 
the United States. 


Re-exports.—The share of our re-exports taken by 
Europe (73°0 per cent.) was appreciably lower than a 
year ago. In addition to the Irish Free State, the 
Soviet Union, Germany, the Netherlands and France 
showed declines, while the only important increases 
were in respect of Finland, the Baltic States and 
Poland. Germany remained the most important 
market for re-exports, with a somewhat smaller share 
than in 1924, while France occupied second place with 
a proportion considerably greater than in 1924. The 
proportion of our re-exports taken by the United 
States, which had been declining for a number of 
years, Showed a marked recovery in 1933, but the pro- 
portion last year was still considerably smaller than 
in 1924.

In some cases, the estimates available regarding the 
population may not be of a high degree of precision, 
but their uncertainty is not sufficient to affect seriously 
the figures in the above table, and particularly the 
comparisons between different years. Further, in com- 
paring recent years with the year 1924, due regard must 
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be paid to the variation in the value of money; and 
finally a distinction should be made between those 
countries which import our goods chiefly for their own 
consumption, and other countries, such for example 
as British Malaya, which are in fact centres for the 
distribution of our exports to further destinations. It 
should be noted that, in the case of India, the large 
native population reduces the per capita export figure 
to a low level as compared with that attained in the 
self-governing Dominions. 


The Dominions have in the past been, with few 
exceptions, better customers in proportion to the 
number of their inhabitants than foreign countries, and 
this remained generally true for 1933; it will be 
seen that Denmark and Norway were, as usual, the 
only foreign countries to compare in this respect with 
the Dominions. As might be expected in view of the 
very heavy fall in prices between 1924 and 1933 no 
country last year took from us goods to a greater value 
per capita than in 1924. Compared with 1932 it ig 
noteworthy that only three of the British countries 
shown improved their per capita shere in 1933, while 
no less than fifteen of the foreign countries recorded 
an improvement, in some cases relatively large. The 
largest increases in monetary value occurred in the 
case of South Africa, Denmark and Argentina, while 
the greatest proportionate increases were recorded by 
the Baltic States, Roumania and Portugal. Among 
the more important countries taking a smaller value of 
our exports per capita in 1933 than in 1932 were the 
Irish Free State, New Zealand, British Malaya and 
Norway. 


After Denmark and Norway, our best customers in 
Europe last year, in this sense, were the Netherlands, 
Sweden and Belgium, which all took exports to the 
value of over £1 per head, while outside Europe, apart 
from the Dominions, British Malaya and Argentina 
were the only countries which purchased British goods 
of that value per head.

COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS 


As measured by the changes in the index numbers, 
wholesale prices in each of the six countries for which 
particulars are shown in the summary table following 
were lower on the average in 1931 than in 1930, the 
extent of the fall in prices ranging from 11-0 to 159 
per cent. Comparing 1932 with 1931 there were further 
falls exceeding 11 per cent. in Belgium, Germany, 
France and the United States and smaller declines m 
Italy (7°6 per cent.) and the United Kingdom (2°4 per 
cent.). Wholesale prices again declined on the average 
in 1933, as compared with 1932, in all the countnes 
mentioned with the exception of the United States, 
where there was a rise of 1°9 per cent. The falls in the 
cases of France, Germany and Belgium were, however, 
smaller than in either of the two preceding years, the 
reductions being 4°7, 3-3 and 5°6 per cent. respectively. 
In Italy the fall (7-9 per cent.) was rather more than 
in 1932, but less than in 1931, while in the United 
Kingdom the fall in prices amounted to only 0°7 per 
cent. 


Comparing average prices in 1933 with those in 1929, : 


Belgium shows the largest fall, viz., 41 per cent.; m 
France and Italy prices fell by 38 and 37 per cent. 
respectively; in Germany and the United States the fall 
in prices was about 32 and 81 per cent. respectively; 
and in the United Kingdom 26 per cent.

Wholesale prices of agricultural produce, after a fall 
in January, were relatively firm up to April. Subse- 
quently, prices increased in each month up to Novem- 
ber, and were about 11°0 per cent. higher in December, 
1933, than in December, 1932. Rising prices were 
recorded among the separate groups as follows: 
vegetable foodstuffs between February and June and 
between September and December, animal foodstuffs 
from April to November, and feeding stuffs for animals 
between May and July and again from September to 
December. Average prices in the cattle group in- 
creased in each month of 1933 except January, April, 
May and November. A comparison between Decem- 
ber, 19382, and December, 1933, shows that, while 
vegetable foodstuffs were only 4°5 per cent. dearer in 
the later month, cattle, foodstuffs of animal origin, and 
animal feeding-stuffs increased in price by 16:8, 14:4 
and 13-2 per cent. respectively. 

Prices of industrial materials and semi-finished 
products, taken as a whole, showed little change 
during the first four months of 1933. May, June and 
July were months of rising prices, but there was a 
decline between August and November. The index 
number for December was 2°1 per cent. above that for 
December, 1932. Groups which contributed to the in- 
crease between May and July were non-ferrous metals, 
textiles, skins and leather, oils and fats, and rubber. 
Subsequently all of these groups, except rubber, 
showed a falling price trend up to November. Artifi- 
cial fertilisers cheapened between March and July, but 
increased in price to October. Paper-making materials 
and paper tended to become dearer in the second half 
of the year, while prices of iron and chemicals were 
comparatively stable throughout the year. Building 
materials increased slightly in price in each month of 
1933 except January, February and June, but were 
only 0-7 per cent. dearer in December than at the end 
of the previous year. 

The unbroken price decline in industrial finished 
goods which had been in progress since August, 1929,

The price index for foodstuffs declined quarter 
by quarter during 1933 in spite of increases in 
January, April, June and September. The decrease 
between December, 1932, and December, 1983, 
amounted to about 99 per cent., while the yearly 
average fell by 11°2 per cent. 

In the industrial groups prices tended to decline 
throughout the year, but May, June and July were 
months of firm or rising prices for metallurgical pro- 
ducts, fats, textiles, skins and leather, rubber and 
paper. Increasing prices in the last quarter were shown 
for petroleum and derivatives, chemical fertilisers and 
rubber. Commodities which showed a downward ten- 
dency throughout 1933 were fuel, chemicals and 
building materials, while resinous products recorded 
a more definite decline. In the case of coal tar and 
derivatives and of pottery the decline was broken only 
by a rise in price in July. The only groups to show 4 
decrease of over 10 per cent. between December, 
1932, and December, 1933, were resinous products 
(35 per cent.), pottery (25 per cent.), and coal tar and 
derivatives (20 per cent.).

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Foodstuff prices declined considerably in the first 
geven months of 1983 but showed little change between 
July and November. In December a small increase 
brought the index number to within 10 per cent. of 
that for December of last year. With the exception of 
June, vegetable foodstuffs cheapened in each month 
up to October, but recovered in November and Decem- 
ber. A falling trend in animal foodstuff prices was 
recorded up to June, followed by six months of rising 
rices. A comparison between December, 1932, and 
December, 1933, shows that the average prices of 
vegetable foodstuffs declined by 11°5 per cent. during 
the year, while those for animal foodstuffs declined by 
64 per cent. 


Wholesale prices of raw materials and semi-finished 
goods fell during 1933 until towards the end of the 
second quarter, when there was asmall increase. The 
decline continued in the second half of the year, raw 
materials being 5°6 per cent. and semi-finished goods 
49 per cent. cheaper at the end of 1933 than at the 
end of 1932. Prices of finished goods did not fluctuate 
greatly in the first six months of the year, but between 
June and December there was an unbroken decline 
which amounted to 6°8 per cent. 


Among the separate industrial groups shown in the 
upper half of the above table, textiles, minerals and 
metals and miscellaneous’ industrial materials 
recorded the highest average prices for the year in 
June, this being followed by five months of falling 
prices. Miscellaneous vegetable products on the other 
hand declined rapidly up to June, but showed a partial 
recovery in the second half of the year. Chemicals 
and building materials, after cheapening between 
December and February, were comparatively firm up 
to June, but fell again in the following six months. 
The largest price declines between December, 1932, 
and December, 19383, were recorded for miscellaneous 
vegetable products (16°7 per cent.), chemicals (7-7 per 
cent.), and textiles (5°5 per cent.).

_ The average prices of foods fell in the United States 
in January and February, but increased considerably 
between March and July. In the remaining months of 
the year prices declined, but were 7:2 per cent. higher 
in December, 1933, than a year earlier. 


Among the separate industrial groups sub- 
stantial price increases, which began between March 
and May and ended between July and October, were 
tecorded for all groups except chemicals. These in- 
treases were maintained up to December in the case of 
building materials and the miscellaneous group. A 
Comparison between December, 1932, and December, 
1933, shows that prices were substantially higher in 
the later month for textiles (44 per cent.), hides and 
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leather (28 per cent.), farm products (26 per cent.), 
and building materials (21 per cent.). Increases were 
recorded for all groups, the smallest being those for 
chemicals and drugs (1°9 per cent.) and the miscel- 
laneous group (3°6 per cent.). 

A regrouping of the ten groups of commodities 
for which index numbers are compiled shows that 
both raw materials and semi-manufactured articles 
recorded declines in January and February, which were 
followed by rapid increases up to July and September 


respectively. Subsequent to those months prices were 
relatively firm, and were respectively 19 and 25 per 
cent. higher at the end of 1933 than at the end of 


1982. Finished manufactures recorded a considerable 


price increase between May and October, but fell off 
slightly in the last two months, the December index 


being 9 per cent. above that for a year earlier. Rela- 


tive to the base year 1926, the declines recorded for 
raw materials, semi-manufactured articles and finished 
manufactures were 39, 28 and 25 per cent. respectively 
at the end of last year.

The schooner ‘‘ Clemencia ’’ of Halifax, Nova Scotia, left 
Weymouth, Nova Scotia, on November 28, 1932, with a 
cargo of cordwood for Clarks Harbour, Nova Scotia, and 
encountered very heavy weather; the vessel shipped water 
from the commencement of the voyage, but could not turn 
back owing to the high wind. 

One member of the crew, while working on the mainsail, 
was lost overboard on November 29, and from that day 
vessel was out of control, being kept afloat by her cargo 
of wood. 

Early in the morning of December 2, when she had drifted 
to a position about 150 miles East-South-East of Nantucket,

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN JANUARY 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 441,300 tons of pig iron were produced in 
January, as compared with 409,300 tons in December, 
286,600 tons in January, 1933, and a monthly average of 


855,000 tons in 1913. 


The January production of pig iron included 104,100 
tons of hematite, 230,700 tons of basic, 89,700 tons of 
foundry, and 8,600 tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of January numbered 85, 
an increase of 4 since the beginning of the month. 


The January production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 711,000 tons, as against 668,900 tons in Decem- 
ber, 444,400 tons in January, 1933, and a monthly average 
of 638,600 tons in 1913.

CARDOX CARBON DIOXIDE CARTRIDGES 


The Secretary for Mines gives notice that, under Sec- 
tion 61 of the Coal Mines Act, 1911, the Board of Trade 
have made a new Order, entitled the Explosives in Coal 
Mines (Cardox) Order, 1934, regulating the use of Cardox

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
NOVEMBER—DECEMBER, 1933 


The statistics of British railways for the calendar month 
of November and the four weeks ended December 2, 1933, 
have been published by the Minister of Transport and can 
be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C. 2, price 2s.

PASSENGER TRAFFIC IN NOVEMBER 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of November, 1933, was 
90,457,162, an increase compared with November, 1932, of 
2,934,386, or 3-4 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers 
at reduced fares rose by 4,394,110, but those at standard or 
ordinary fares fell by 1,459,724. The receipts from 
passengers (excluding season ticket holders) showed an in- 
crease of £29,407, or 1-0 per cent. If the railway under- 
takings of the London Passenger Transport Board be 
omitted, the figures show an increase in journeys of 
2,687,830, or 4-7 per cent., and an increase in receipts of 
£21,385, or 08 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcels post) were £71,022 more than in November, 1932. 


For the four weeks ended December 2, 1933, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 614,029, compared with 
the four weeks ended December 3, 1932.

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 22,203,643, an increase, compared with 
the corresponding four weeks of 1932, of 1,283,788 tons, or 
6:1 per cent.

£7,101,593, an increase of £526,237, or 8-0 per cent. The 
freight train miles run were 458,208 more than in the 
corresponding period of 1932, an increase of 4-7 per cent. 
The average train load increased from 1244 tons to 1293 
tons, and the net ton-miles per engine hour from 4544 tons 
to 4672.

The trade returns of British India for the month of 
December, 1933, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed decreases in the value of imports, exports and re- 
exports, states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner at Calcutta from the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics.

Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil rose by 3 
million gallons in quantity and by Rs. 11 lakhs in value. 
Imports of mineral oils other than kerosene also improved 
by 4 million gals. in quantity and by Rs. 7 lakhs in value 
to 14 million gals., valued at Rs. 36 lakhs. Imports of 
coconut oil declined by 330,000 gals. in quantity and by Rs. 5 
lakhs in value. Raw cotton (chiefly imported from Kenya 
Colony, Tanganyika Territory, Egypt and the United States) 
recorded an increase of 1,200 tons in quantity and of Rs. 8} 
lakhs in value. Imports of raw silk rose by 215,000 lbs. in 
quantity and by Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Imports of oilseeds 
recorded an improvement of 2,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 3 lakhs in value. 


Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures decreased by Rs. 70 lakhs. Imports of twist 
and yarn fell from 3-4 million Ibs. to 1-7 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 27 lakhs to Rs. 15 lakhs in value. 
Under cotton piece-goods, imports of grey goods fell from 
30 million yards, valued at Rs. 40 lakhs, to 9 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 13 lakhs, and those of white and coloured 
goods from 28 and 24 million yards, valued at Rs. 47} lakhs 
and Rs. 451 lakhs, to 16 and 15 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 31 lakhs and Rs. 32 lakhs, respectively. Under iron 
and steel there was an improvement of Rs. 114 lakhs, due 
mainly to an increase under sheets and plates and steel bars. 
Imports of machinery and mill-work recorded an advance 
of Rs. 12 lakhs, owing mainly to larger arrivals of electrical 
machinery and sewing and knitting machines and parts 
thereof. The number of motor cars imported was 1,028 and 
that of motor lorries, buses and vans 387. The value of 
motor cars imported in December, 1933, amounted to Rs. 18 
lakhs and that of motor lorries, buses and vans to Rs. 4 
lakhs. There were noticeable decreases under piece-goods 
of cotton and artificial silk (— Rs. 9 lakhs) and silk manu- 
factures (— Rs. 6 lakhs), while woollen blankets and rugs 
recorded an increase of Rs. 3 lakhs. 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with December, 1932, exports of food, drink 
and tobacco in December, 1933, rose by Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 
2.96 lakhs. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, decreased

(Rs. 3 lakhs) 
to 8,000 cwts. (Rs. 4 lakhs). 


Raw materials and produce exported declined by Rs. 21 
lakhs to Rs. 5,24 lakhs. In this group raw cotton recorded 
a decrease of 350 tons in quantity and of Rs. 22 lakhs in 
value. Of the total shipments of 29,000 tons, China took 
12,400 tons, Italy 4,300 tons, the United Kingdom 3,800 
tons, Germany 2,600 tons, France 1,700 tons, Belgium 1,500 
tons, the Netherlands 800 tons, Spain 700 tons, Japan and 
the United States about 350 tons each, the remainder being 
dispatched mainly to Poland and Greece. Consignments of 
raw jute remained practically unchanged at 82,000 tons in 
quantity, but the value fell from Rs. 1,42 lakhs to Rs. 1,12 
lakhs. Exports of lac improved by 30,000 cwts. to 69,000 
ewts. in quantity and by Rs. 10 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs in 
value. Shipments of oiiseeds rose from 77,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 1,18 lakhs, to 108,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,25 lakhs. 
Shipments of linseed increased from 8,000 tons to 43,000 
tons in quantity and in value from Rs. 10 lakhs to Rs. 52 
lakhs. Groundnuts, on the other hand, fell slightly in quan- 
- tity from 53,000 tons to 52,000 tons, the decrease in value 
being from Rs. 83 lakhs to Rs. 59 lakhs. Shipments of 


castorseed also declined from 8,000 tons, valued at Rs. 11 . 


lakhs, to 3,000 tons, valued at Rs. 4 lakhs. Dispatches of 
raw wool advanced from 2-9 million lbs., valued at Rs. 10 
lakhs, to 3-3 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 12 lakhs. Exports 
of raw hides and skins rose by 1,000 tons in quantity and by 
Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Exports of manganese ore advanced 
from 16,000 tons to 18,000 tons in quantity, but the value 
declined from Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 3 lakhs. Dispatches of raw 
rubber recorded an improvement of about Rs. 4 lakhs. 


Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 3,22 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported rose from 86 
million, valued at Rs. 91 lakhs, to 92 million, valued at 
Rs. 95 lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped dropped 
from 42 million, worth Rs. 1,10 lakhs, to 36 million, worth 
Rs. 85 lakhs. Exports of tanned hides and skins rose by about 
200 tons in quantity and by Rs. 5 lakhs in value. A decline 
of Rs. 11 lakhs was recorded in exports of cotton manu- 
factures (chiefly piece-goods). There was also a decline of 
Rs. 7 lakhs in the exports of pig lead. 


TRADE WITH ForREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 37 
per cent. in December, 1932, to 42 per cent. in December, 
1933, and in exports from 29 to 35 per cent. The shares 
of Germany, Japan and the United States in the month 
under report were 7, 11 and 7 per cent., respectively, under 
imports, and 5, 2 and 9 per cent. under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outward with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of December, 
1933, amounted, respectively, to 652,000 and 673,000, as 
against 592,000 and 662,000 in November, 1933, and 640,000 
and 661,000 in December, 1932. During the nine months 
ended December, 1933, the tonnage of vessels entered and 
cleared with cargoes amounted, respectively, to 5,399,000 and 
5,718,000, as compared with 5,135,000 and 5,363,000 in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year.

The transplanting and sowing of 
paddy is proceeding in the central districts. Some stand- 
ing crops have been affected in North Arcot by want of 
rain, by a cyclone in South Arcot and heavy rain in Tanjore, 
otherwise they are in fair condition. 


Bihar and Orissa, February 6.—Rain has been light and 
moderate except in Cuttack, Balasore, Puri and Sambalpur, 
where none has fallen. Standing crops are in good con- 
dition, but rabi has suffered in Muzaffarpur from the earth- 
quake. The threshing of winter paddy and the harvesting 
and pressing of sugarcane are going on. 
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Punjab, February 5.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is badly needed. The condition of standing crops is un. 
changed. Some damage has been done to crops by the severe 
cold. 


Central Provinces, February 3.—There has been cloudy 
weather, with light showers. Frost and cold have damaged 
rabi and early-sown wheat in Jubbulpore. Cotton picking 
and juar harvesting are complete, and the threshing and 
winnowing of other kharif crops continue. 


Bengal, February 12.—No rain has fallen except for light 
showers. The preparation of the land for autumn crops is 
proceeding, but rain is needed. The harvesting of spring 
crops, the threshing of winter paddy, and the cutting and 
pressing of sugarcane continues favourably. Standing crops 
are in fair condition. 

Assam, February 12.—The weather has been seasonable, 
Outturn and prospects for crops are fair.—Indian Trade 
Commissioner in London.

FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1933 


H.M. Consul at Tallinn reports that the total turnover 
of foreign trade during December last was 7,326,100 kroons, 
imports representing 3,773,900 krs., as compared with 
2,970,400 krs. in December, 1932, and exports 3,552,200 
kre., as against 2,913,900 kra., a balance in favour of imports 
of 221,700 krs. 

The total value of imports in the year 1933 was 38,958,600 
krs., as compared with 36,860,200 krs. in 1932, and of exports 
45,557,600 krs., as against 42,571,000 krs., a balance in 
favour of exports for last year of 6,599,000 krs. 

As regards imports in December, 1933, Great Britain 
took third place with goods to a value of 576,300 krs., the 
United States supplying 653,400 krs.’ and Germany 630,600 
krs.’ worth. Great Britain imported Estonian goods to a 
value of 1,217,600 krs., as compared with 658,700 krs. by 
Germany.

FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1933 


The British Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors reports 
that Finnish foreign trade in December experienced the 
normal seasonal decline both in respect of imports and 
exports. The total volume of trade amounted only to 790:4 
million F.marks, against 964-5 million F.mks. in November 
and 795-2 million F.mks. in December, 1932. 


The volume of trade for the whole year was thus 9,214:2 
million F.mks., as compared with 8,133°8 million F.mks, in 
1932. The increase in value in 1933 over the previous year 
amounted to 13:3 per cent., though part of this may be 
attributed to the lower value of the mark in 1933, notwith- 
standing that the price of imported goods in that year had 
fallen somewhat in relation to the price level of 1932. 


In view of the marked strengthening of the import trade 
in 1933 in relation to the previous year, it is somewhat 
surprising that the total value of imports in December was 
only 346-9 million F.mks., as compared with 381-5 million 
F.mks. in December, 1932. The value of imports for the 
whole year, however, amounted to 3,926-°0 million F.mks., 
and was therefore 12 per cent. greater than in 1932 
(3,502-°3 million F.mks.). 


Owing to the conclusion of the timber season exports 
also fell off heavily in December, reaching only 443-5 million 
I mks., as against 504-0 million F.mks. in November, 1933, 
and 413-7 million F.mks. in December, 1932; but the total 
value of exports in 1933, viz., 5,288°2 million F.mks., was 
considerably in excess of that for 1932 (4,631-5 million 
F.mks.), as well as for 1931 (4,456-7 million F.mks.). Timber 
shipments were about 982,500 standards (of which Russian 
timber amounted to about 55,000 standards), as compared 
with 736,000 standards in 1932. The increase in exports of 
cellulose was comparatively small, whereas in that of paper 
it was outstanding. 


Bavance or Trave 


The excess of exports over imports for the year under 
review reached a record figure of 1,362-2 million F.mks., as 
compared with 1,129°2 million F.mks. in 1932, 992-0 million 
F.mks. in 1931 and 156-4 million F.mks. in 1930. The total 
surplus for the last four years is thus no less than 3,639-8

TRADE AND THE ANGLO-FINNISH AGREEMENT 


According to the press the Chief of the Statistical Depart 
ment of the Customs House has scrutinised the Customs re- 
turns with a view to ascertaining whether any resulte of 
the Anglo-Finnish Trade Agreement are yet apparent, but 
has discovered that no outstanding increase can be recorded. 
Imports from the United Kingdom of cotton piece-goods 
affected by the Treaty were valued at 2,556,700 F.mks, 
in October, 2,557,700 F.mks. in November and 2,084,900 
F.mks. in December. Woollen textiles amounted to 
1,056,100 F’.mks. in October, 806,269 F.mks. in November 
and 779,900 F.mks. in December; and silk and artificial silk 
goods to 209,000 F.mks., 145,000 F.mks. and 154,000 F.mkzs., 
respectively. The tota) imports in October, November and 
December of goods most affected by the Treaty were 
6,107,000 F.mks., 5,129,000 F.mks. and 4,215,000 F.mks., 
respectively. 

According to the Chief of the Statistical Department 
there is no sign so far of any concrete results of the Treaty, 
since the seasonal increases in October and November, and 
the decline in December are both normal phenomena. The 
figures, it is true, are somewhat higher than last year, but 
this he attributed to the general improvement in the import 
trade which was a feature of 1933. While this is doubtless 
a fact, it was not to be anticipated that the results of the 
Trade Agreement would be apparent in the statistical re- 
cords of the last quarter of the year, since the Agreement 
came into force too late to influence the winter trade. Itis 
far more likely that a stimulation of import trade from the 
United Kingdom will be observable in the first quarter of 
the current year. 


Preliminary estimates place total imports from the United 
Kingdom in 1933 at 803-5 million F.mks., as against 641-1 
million F.mks. in 1932. These are 20-5 per cent. and 183 
per cent., respectively, of the total imports. Exports to the 
United Kingdom in 1933 were 2,428-:9 million F.mks., 4 
compared with 2,166-1 million F.mks. in 1932, or 46-8 per 
cent. and 45°9 per cent., respectively, of total Finnish 
exports. 


FRANCE 


THE MARKET FOR BRITISH GOODS 


The following letter is published as being of particular 
interest at the moment in view of the trade relations between 
the United Kingdom and France and the near approach of 
the next British Industries Fair. 


The Editor, ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 


Dear Sir, 

As recent happenings may have created a contrary im- 
ression, will yon please permit me to say that there is no 
hontility to British goods, as such, in French markets? Af 
experience extending over many years bas convinced me that 
if British manufacturers will take the trouble to study the 
veculiar requirements of these markets and will take pains 
be suitably represented in France they can count upon increasing

One —_ especially needed throughout France is more and 
more suitable publicity for British goods. Excellent work is 
being done just now in Paris in advertising the British Indus- 
tries Fair to be held this month. The posters displayed here 
remind me of an experience I had last year. 

My directors had agreed to my visiting England to make a 
thorough tour of industrial centres where I believed I could 
arrange to increase our imports of British products. The ex- 
enses Of the tour, which would have taken several weeks, 
Leeeweet, — formidable and we hesitated to incur them. 
Just then I happened to see a poster advertising the 1933 British 
Industries Fair. Enquiries at the British Consulate showed that 
J could meet at the Fair principals of ail the firms I had pro- 
posed visiting separately at their works. 

Accordingly, 1 came to the Fair, and there dispatched in a 
few days business which | had expected to occupy several weeks. 
The total —- was a fraction of what would have been 
incurred for the proposed tour as originally planned. By personal 
contact with the British manufacturers I was able to explain 
peculiar conditions of the French market which they all not 
previously appreciated, and the result has been a substantial 
increase in our sales of British products. 

J have reason to know that many distinctive British articles 
would, with a little adaptation and suitable cultivation of 
publicity, find a cordial welcome in France. But your manu- 
facturers must take the trouble to acquaint themselves with 
apparently small but none the less vital differences between 
conditions here and those in the United Kingdom or other

TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM IN

Imports from the United Kingdom into Poland during 
November, 1933, were valued at 7,336,000 zloty, as compared 
with 6,757,000 zloty in November, 1932, while exports from 
Poland to the United Kingdom totalled 16,246,000 zloty and 
10,257,000 zloty, respectively, states the British Commercial 
Secretary at Warsaw. The value of imports from the 
United Kingdom in the first eleven months of 1933 was 
77,938,000 zloty, as compared with 67,603,000 zloty a year 
earlier, while Polish exports to the United Kingdom 
amounted in value to 171,065,000 zloty (166,977,000 zloty), 
a balance of 93,127,000 zloty in favour of Poland.

Tox Import Duties (Foreign Discrimination) ORpER, 
1934, DATED Fesruary 9, 1934, MADE BY THE BOARD OF 
TRADE WITH THE CONCURRENCE OF THE TREASURY UNDER 
SECTION 12 or THE Import Duties Act, 1932 (22 & 23 
Geo. 5. oc. 8) 


Whereas it is provided by subsection (1) of Section twelve 
of the Import Duties Act 1932 that if it appears to the 
Board of Trade that the difference between the treatment 
accorded in any foreign country to any goods produced or 
manufactured in a country to which that section applies 
and that so accorded to like goods produced or manufactured 
in any country other than a country to which that section 
applies is such as to amount to discrimination as against a 
country to which that section applies the Board of Trade 
may with the concurrence of the Treasury (given after con- 
sultation with any other Government Department which 
appears to the Treasury to be interested) and subject to the 
provisions of the said Act by Order made for the purposes 
of Part II of the said Act direct that there shall be charged 
on the importation into the United Kingdom of goods of 
any class or description produced or manufactured in that 
foreign country such duties of customs as may be specified in 
the Order. 


And whereas by subsection (2) of the said section twelve 
it is provided that the countries to which that section applies 
are the United Kingdom (including the Isle of Man) the 
Channel Islands the colonies and territories which are under 
His Majesty’s protection or in respect of which a mandate 
is being exercised by the Government of the United 
Kingdom. 


And whereas by subsection (3) of the said section twelve 
it is provided that the duties to be charged as aforesaid 
may be charged by reference to value or to weight or any 


‘other measure of quantity as may be provided in the order 


and shall not exceed 100 per cent. of the value of the goods. 


And whereas it appears to the Board of Trade that the 
difference between the treatment accorded in France (ex- 
cluding Algeria) to certain goods produced or manufac- 
tured in the United Kingdom and that so accorded to like 
goods produced or manufactured in certain countries other 
than countries to which the said section twelve applies is 
such as to amount to discrimination as against the United 
Kingdom. 


And whereas the Board of Trade are of opinion that it is 
expedient to make such an Order as is hereinafter contained 
and the Treasury (after consultation with the other Gov- 
ernment Departments which appear to them to be inter- 
ested) concur. 


Now therefore the Board of Trade with the concurrence 
of the Treasury by virtue of the powers conferred upon them 
by section twelve of the said Act and of all other powers en-

PATENT MEDICINE REGULATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Bagdad 
has forwarded particulars of Patent Medicine Regulations 
No. 43 of 1933, published in the “‘ ‘Iraq Government Arabic 
Gazette’? of January 11, 1934, and effective on the same 
date. 


There is annexed to the Regulations a list of patent 
medicines in which trade is permitted, and this list may be 
geen by persons interested at the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. A person 
who is licensed to trade in patent medicines in ‘Iraq may 
apply to the Directorate-General of Health for the addition 
of other patent medicines to the list, submitting three speci- 
mens of the medicines in question. .In order that trade may 
be permitted in a patent medicine, the following conditions 
must be fulfilled :— 


(a) The ingredients and the proportion of each must be 
declared. 


(b) It must be composed of drugs mentioned in a recog- 
nised pharmacopeia (the British Pharmacopeia is recog- 
nised). 

(c) A certificate authenticated by the government of the 
country of origin confirming the declaration as to composi- 
tion must be presented. 


(d) The composition (i.e., the ingredients) must be shown 
on the cover of the receptacle. 


NORWAY 


BASIC RATE OF DUTY ON FRESH APPLES 
AND PEARS 


H.M. Minister at Oslo reports that it was resolved by the 
Storting on January 29 that the basic rate of duty on fresh 
apples and pears which, under No. 189 of the Norwegian 
Customs Tariff for 1933-4, is fixed at 40 ore per kilogramme 
during the months August to January inclusive, should con- 
tinue to apply up to and including February 18, 1934. 


PORTUGAL 


CUSTOMS CLASSIFICATION OF LARD 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Lisbon 
reports that the ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for Febru- 
ary 2 contains a Decree-Law (No. 23,540) which provides 
that only pure lard may be classified under Article 602 of 
the Import Tariff at a rate of duty of 6-5 cts. gold per kilog. 
Lard containing foreign substances is to be classified under 
Article 624 at a rate of duty of 20 cts. gold per kilog. 


The Decree-Law also provides that all shipments are to be 
subject to inspection. 


Note.--The above-mentioned duties are subject to a sur- 
tax of 20 per cent. of the normal duty and are expressed in 
the former currency. They must be multiplied by 24-44 to 
convert them to the present currency. 


SPAIN 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 10 to 20 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 144-73 per cent. 


[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. ] 


CHARCOAL IMPORT QUOTA 


A Decree dated February 3 and published in the ‘‘ Gaceta 
de Madrid’? of February 6 fixes the amount of charcoal 
which can be imported into Spain during the first quarter of 
the present year at 6,758 metric tons.

SWEDEN 


COMPULSORY MARKING OF CERTAIN GOODS 
OF FOREIGN ORIGIN 


With reference to the notice which appeared in the 
‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of November 10, 1932 (page 684), H.M. Represen- 
tative at Stockholm has forwarded a translation of Royal 
Decree No. 670, issued on December 15, 1933, which lays 
down that, as from April 1, 1934, certain specified goods 
(the complete list of which is given below) must, on importa- 
tion into Sweden, bear an indication of their foreign origin. 


The Decree requires the particular goods on their arrival 
to bear a mark showing them to be of foreign origin. In 
the case of goods imported unmarked, the owner must affix 
such a mark under Customs supervision, otherwise they will 
not be allowed to pass through the Customs. The mark 
should consist of or include the word ‘‘ Import’”’ or indicate 
the country of origin, should be clear, easily observed and 
affixed in accordance with the detailed provisions in the 
appended list of articles. Where an indelible mark is not 
prescribed, it must not be easily removable. Goods not in- 
tended for sale, or those semi-manufactured and intended 
for further process, are not subject to the foregoing 
regulations. Goods imported without a proper mark must be 
marked within 30 days of being received by, or in the case 
of warehoused goods, submitted to, the Customs authorities.

EXCHANGE COMPENSATION SURTAX: 
WITHDRAWAL FROM UNITED KINGDOM 
GOODS 


H.M. Consul-General at Tunis reports the application in 
Tunis, by publication in the ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ”’ of 
January 19, of the French Decree of December 28, with- 
drawing the exchange compensation surtax on goods from 
the United Kingdom, Ceylon, Straits Settlements, Federated 
Malay States, Hong Kong, and the Irish Free State. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
LIQUOR TAXING ACT, 1934 


The Board of Trade have received copy of an Act approved 
by the President on January 11, 1934, effective as from 
January 12, authorising the raising of revenue by the taxa- 
tion of certain intoxicating liquors. 

The main features of the Act are as follows : — 


The tax on distilled spirits generally and the tax on dis- 
tilled spirits diverted for beverage purposes has been in- 
creased from $1-10 to $2-00 on each proof gallon or wine 
gallon when below proof and a proportionate tax at a like 
rate on all fractional parts of such proof or wine gallon. 

The tax on still wines has been increased as under :— 

On wines containing not more than 14 per cent. of 
absolute aleohol—from 4 cents per wine gallon to 
10 cents per wine gallon, the percentage of alcohol 
taxable under this section to be reckoned by volume 
and not by weight; 

On wines containing more than 14 per cent. and not 
exceeding 21 per cent. of absolute alcohol—from 
10 cents per wine gallon to 20 cents per wine 
gallon ; 

On wines containing more than 21 per cent. and not 
exceeding 24 per cent. of absolute alcohol—from 
25 cents to 40 cents per wine gallon. 


[Wines containing more than 24 per cent. of absolute 
alcohol by volume will, as heretofore, be classed as distilled 
spirits and will be taxed accordingly. ] 


The tax on champagnes, sparkling or artificially carbon- 
ated wines, liqueurs, cordials or similar compounds has been 
reduced as under :— 


On each bottle or other container of champagne—from 
12 cents to 5 cents on each one-half pint or fraction 
thereof ; 

On each bottle or other container of artificially carbon- 
ated wine—from 6 cents to 24 cents on each one-half 
pint or fraction thereof ; 

On each bottle or other container of liqueurs, cordials 
or similar compounds, by whatever name sold or 
offered for sale, containing sweet wine fortified 
with grape brandy—from 6 cents to 2} cents on 
each one-half pint or fraction thereof. 


[Any of the foregoing articles containing more than 24 
Per cent. of absolute alcohol by volume will, as heretofore, 
classed as distilled spirits, and will be taxed accordingly. ]

FRENCH INDO-CHINA 
PROPOSED MODIFIED CUSTOMS TARIFF

modify the existing local duties on, inter alia, cement, 
copper, ink, certain linen, hemp, cotton, etc., yarns, mix- 
tures of cotton and silk or rayon, paper and cardboard, 
cream separators and certain other agricultural machinery, 
various iron wares, metal furniture, some rubber goods, 
etc.; and to substitute the rates of the French Tariff for the 
existing local duties in respect of pig iron, various forms of 
iron and steel, tin, nickel, certain chemicals, mohair, ete., 
yarns, rayon yarns, printed cotton tissues, cotton velvets, 
woollen tissues and hosiery, clothing, steam engines, certain 
textile, paper-making and printing machinery, sewing 
machines, various machine parts, tools, etc.

British Standard Specification for Electric Power Switchgear 
for Indoor and Outdoor Installations. 


Since the inauguration of the grid scheme there has been 
an extensive development in outdoor high-tension switchgear, 
with the result that, in accordance with the policy of bringing 
all British standard specifications into line with up-to-date re- 
quirements as and when necessary, the B.S. Specification for 

. Electric Power Switchboards has recently been revised and ex- 
tended to cover a much wider range of gear than formerly. 

In the first place the title of the revised specification uses 
the term ‘‘ switchgear ’’ instead of ‘‘ switchboards,’’ and the 
scope has been enlarged to cover outdoor as well as indoor 
installations up to and including 220 kv. It will be recalled 
that the original specification went up to 33 kv. only, but two 
new sections deal with high-voltage and extra high-voltage out- 
door switchgear and with switchgear in kiosks. 

Perhaps the most instructive feature of the revised specifi- 
cation is the inclusion of extensive notes on isolation of 
sections and circuits and section delimitation. The latter 
are illustrated by a series of diagrams showing the applica- 
tion of the standard clearances and the use of screens, barriers, 
etc., for the delimitation of group-sectionalised and circuit- 
sectionalised switchgear. This information, although given 
only in the form of appendices, is undoubtedly a most useful 
and authoritative exposition of good practice, and should be 
consulted by all who are responsible for the installation and 
maintenance of high-tension switchgear.

signal rockets were fired. These were seen by the French 
s.s. ‘‘ De Grasse,’’ which reached the schooner about half-an- 
hour later. Owing to the state of the weather and the 
darkness it was not then practicable to launch a boat, but 
at 6.30 a.m, the ‘‘ De Grasse ’’ manceuvred nearer to the 
‘‘Clemencia,’’ oil was poured on the water and a whale- 
boat in the charge of Jean Hamon, and manned by Joseph 
Renault, Marin Le Bars, Pierre Andro, Pierre Kernivinen, 
Hyacinthe Le Gall and Sylvain Le Lay, took off the four 
survivors of the schooner’s crew. 

The survivors, who were in a exhausted condition, were 
given medical attention and landed at New York. 

During this service the whale-boat was in danger of being 
swamped by the high seas, and of being smashed against 
the schooner while taking off her crew. 


BOARD OF TRADE AWARD 


The Board of Trade have awarded a silver bowl to 
William Kenzie Fisk, skipper of the steam drifter 
“ Golden News ”’ of Lowestoft, in recognition of his 
able seamanship in rescuing the crew of the steam 
drifter ‘* Lucania II ’’ when that vessel was in distress 
in the North Sea on October 25, 1933. The following 
is a statement of the services which were rendered on 
that occasion : — 

On October 25, 1933, in a position about 22 miles South- 
East by East from Lowestoft, the steam drifter 
“Lucania IT,’’ of Buckie, was lying to her nets, the weather 
being stormy with a gale from the North-North-East and 
accompanied by a rough sea. 

At about 8 p.m. on that date water was found to be flood- 
ing the cabin floor. For a time the vessel’s pumps were able 
to keep the water in check. At 2 a.m. on the following day 
the inrush of water increased and the pumps choked. 
Despite every effort made to keep the inflow under control, 
the water gained, and at 7.30 a.m. on October 26 a distress 
flag was hoisted and the syren was sounded to attract atten- 
tion. At 10.30 a.m. the steam drifter ‘‘ Golden News,”’ 
which had answered the call for assistance, closed with the 
“Lucania II ’’ and stood by, as the water was gaining 
rapidly in the latter vessel. At 11 a.m. the water had 
reached the furnace doors, and it was decided to abandon 
the vessel. The skipper of the ‘‘Golden News,’’ William 
Kenzie Fisk, thereupon manceuvred his drifter alongside the 
“Lucania II”? and four members of her crew jumped on 
to the ‘Golden News.” The ‘‘ Golden News’”’ was then 
allowed to fall astern, and again manceuvred alongside, 
when five men jumped aboard her. The operation was 
repeated, and the remainder of the crew of the ‘‘ Lucania 
Il”? was taken off. 

Skipper Fisk, in effecting this rescue, performed a re- 
markable feat of seamanship.
